Camp Floyd and Ophir—Only Two of Utah’s Vast Treasure- 
Fields—Some of Their Mines and 
Splendid Possibilities. 


The mining district of Camp Floyd, Utah, has been proclaimed 
by greater and lesser authority on the matter, principally the lat- 
ter, the Johannesburg of America, the Coolgardie of Utah. 

In not one iota does the district resemble either of the far-famed 
mineral-bearing areas, whose highly sounded virtues have been 
heralded to the world. Geographically, geologically, in point of 
area encompassed, productiveness of the same and future possibili- 
ties, Camp Floyd mining district not only ranks with either of these 
far off and, by the world’s press principally made famous and allur- 
ing visions, but today, half-developed, stands their superior, in the 
several essential attributes going to make of an accepted mineral- 
ized zone one of established richness, of practically unlimited 
area. 

Camp Floyd mining district and that portion of old Ophir min- 
ing district lying contiguous to the boundaries of the former, have 
been much discussed in the columns of the public press ever

and greatest of mineral discoveries. They go in the main for 
naught, for Camp Floyd district stands today the strongest exem- 
plification of the truth of the trite remark of an old-time pros- 
pector—‘‘Gold, my boy, is where you find it!’’

With this departure from an established rule she cast, too, to the

winds all evidence of its occurrence, knocked into a cocked hat the 
gns on the trail to its portals she had heretofore carelessly left be- 
hind, and to boot pl iced the man who had devoted a lifetime to th 
study of her antics, her cunning and her perplexing irresoluteness 
on the same plane with the sturdy seeker after fortune, with the 
pick and shovel as his primer and his eye for his guide; who looks 
for gold the country over, because impressed with the belief that it 
is where you find it. 

Denuded of the exhaustive rigmarole of geologic deduction 
and expression, it may be chronicled as beyond peradventure that 
the gold-bearing deposits of Camp Floyd mining district are of sed 
imentary origin. Development, practical demonstration, and not 
scientific theory and coincidental deduction, has established the fact 
of the origin of these deposits; a fact corroborated even to the lay 
mind by a detail of evidence far too exhaustive here to sum up, but 
in its entirety accepted as irrefutable proot of the correctness of the 
declaration here made. 

Gold, held in suspension in the waters without doubt at one time 
covering the area and a vast territory surrounding it, was deposited 
in the sediments undergoing precipitation and primarily forming 
the region they now occupy in the shape of rocks and soil.

shine as the seasons go upon its surface, down, as denoted, without 
developmental aid in its depths for thousands of feet, and he may 
gain an idea of the colossal proportions of this, the mother lode of 
Utah gold-carrying mineral leads. Let him picture a region ex- 
tending, as prospected, fifty-five miles toward the western horizon, 
on nearly every foot of which has been found gold-bearing rock, 
ind he may have some idea of a region rivaling in size the famed 
Bendigo and Broken Hills of Australia, casting into puny insignifi- 
cance the shallow golden measures of Freemantle and the Witwater 
Strand. This western extension today is as virgin as was its eastern 
counterpart, but three years ago. The one it has been practically 


demonstrated typifies the other. Then, of the boundless wealth 


of the area, but in the infancy of its development, and from which 
countless thousands of dollars’ worth of gold is being, and stands 
ready to be, extracted—who knows and who can tell?

MERCUR FORMATIONS 


Development, costing thousands of dollars and resultant in the 
production of hundreds of thousands of dollars’-worth of gold, has 
demonstrated one thing, to-wit: the existence of a mammoth zone 
of gold carrying ore extending the length and breadth of an area 
larger than Rhode Island, the colossus in the collection of revealed 
mineral deposits. 

Detailed illustration of the measure of development accorded the 
district generally, will herein be confined to the presentation of ac- 
curate data concerning several of the producing properties in opera- 
tion, and which, by reason of their location on the zone, and the 
results attendant on their development, may be with reason ac- 
cepted as fair criterions for judging of the future possibilities of the

ON LION HILL. 

Of the principal producing mines of Camp Floyd and Ophir min- 
ing districts it is not the purpose of this article to treat, the idea 
simply being as far as possible to illustrate through the medium of 
accorded development the extensiveness as so far ascertained of the 
ore body evidently underlying the whole of the one and the majot 
portion of the other mineral subdivisions noted. 

Lion Hill is the name given a tubular-shaped projection attaining 
an altitude approximating 8,800 feet above sea-level, and situated 
close to the boundary-line dividing Ophir and Camp Floyd dis- 
tricts. Hereon is located a group of mineral claims, the whole be 
ing known as the property of the Northern Light Mining and Mill- 
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ing Company, a combination of capitalists given corporate existence 
under the laws of Utah, in February, 1896. Through each of the 
six patented and three full-located claims, comprising the members 
of this group penetrates the Mammoth zone traversing Camp Floyd 
district, and from which hundreds of thousands of dollars have been 
extracted by miners along its strike. 

The present ownership secured control but recently. For years 
Lion Hill produced enormous quantities of silver ores, and an idea 
of the richness of these ores may be obtained from the fact that 
while an amount exceeding a half-million dollars in silver was taken 
from the hill, not a single shipment of ore of a value of less than 40 
ounces to the ton was ever made from the property. The sole 
method of carriage from mine to smelter was by wagon, and because 
of the expense of shipment only the highest grade of ore was 
brought to the surface. All of this ore carried gold, in many in- 
stances in excess of an ounce to the ton. As ore in those days car- 
rying less than an ounce of gold was not accounted for by the 
snelters, no accurate data concerning its value can be secured.

Light Company, taken the place of the old-time plan of the former 
owners,of gouging about under the grass roots,gophering here and 
there about the lode, extracting only the cream of the ore, and 
leaving behind what today ranks as high-grade silver and gold ore 
the world over. The present superintendent of the property, 
Frank L. Hines, a man of wide experience, has had charge of this 


development work since it was undertaken, and as a result of his 
efforts, is in position today to demonstrate, by giving the skeptical 
optical demonstration, that the Northern Light Mining company 
has blocked out and in sight fully 4,000,000 tons of ore of a gold

The strike of the great 
vein is north and south, the dip being toward the west, at an angle 
of about fifteen degrees. The lode averages twenty-three feet in

It will be seen that the locations of the company comprise the 
whole length and width of the lode, so far as its presence in Lion 
Hill is concerned. The company has also recently acquired a third 


interest in the Columbia location, a statutory sized claim adjoining 
the Monarch No. 1, on the east. 

The Monarchs Nos. 1, 2 and 3 were the scene of the outcrop of 
the vein. This claim was located in the early ’70’s for Henry Law- 
rence and Colonel Clift, of Salt Lake City, and was operated by 
them for years as a silver mine. They never shipped less than 4o- 
ounce ore, and from the Winter Quarters claim adjoining, shipped 
ore valued at $20,000 to the ton.
